GOV. WAITE RELEASED. 


The real secret of the reduction of 


wages at Pullman has been made pub- 
lic. It was not because of the busi- 
ness depression, as the company paid 
regular dividends on $36,000,000 and 
carried over a large surplus, but for the 
reason that the employes would not 
vote the Republican ticket. 


Pullman owns the "model" town] 


which bears his name. It is a suburb 
of Chicago. The buildings and the 
ground on which they were erected are 
owned by Pullman.

churches 


ownad by Pullman, and the teachers 
sound his praises in the schools. It is 
not stated whether it is a criminal 
offense, punishable by fine or imprison- 
ment or both, to speak the lordly name 
of Pullman, when referring to its 
owner, without prefixing the title 
" Marquise," which he is said to have 
purchased for a consideration 
from 


some impecunious European monarch 
who sells titles for revenue, but no 
doubt it is. 


Now it is made public that the great 


grievance which the Marquise of Pull- 
man has against his men is that they 
refuse to vote as he directs. He con- 
fldentally expected that the town would 
give about 2,500 Republican majority at 
the last election. He promised the 
party leaders as much and declared 
that he had not the slightest idea that 
the majority would be less than 2,000. 
When the votes were counted the ma- 
jority against the Republicans was over 
2,000. That was enough. The Marquise 
says he made up his mmd that his em- 
ployes were not worth the care he be- 
stowed upon them and he would cut 
wages to the bottom notch. 
Why 


should men who worked for him, lived 
in his houses, worshipped 
in his 


churches and sent their children to his 
schools, for all of which they paid, have 
an independent wish or thought? Were 
they not dependent upon him as much 
as slaves were upon their owners and 
why should he not control their every 
act ? Was he not a noble by virtue of 
the patent issued by a crowned head of 
Europe, and what rights had American 
citizens in his employ that he should 
respect? To make his men submissive 
he reduced wages to starvation rates, 
but kept rents, water and everything 
else in the "model" town up to the old 
rates. 


The men rebelled, a strike ensued, 


every railroad on which the Pullman 
cars were used was blockaded and the 
power of the Government was invoked 
to compel men to handle Pullman cars, 
and all because the Marquise of Pull- 
man was angered by the refusal of his 
employes 
to vote the 
Republican

trumpeters throughout the State say 
the Republican, party, if in power, 
would restore silver, 
declarations are false 
sounding is apparent to 
gent person who reads 
the party on the silver question. The 
Republican party demonetized silver, 
and its fugle men in Nevada apolo- 
gized for the net and declared that the 
party would rectify the mistake. In 
1878 the Republican Senate refused to 
restore silver, and a Republican Presi- 
dent vetoed the Standard Dollar act. 
In 1890, when the Administration and 
both Houses of Congress were Repub- 
lican, the Committee ~on 
Coinage, 


Weights and Measures, of which Rep- 
resentative Bartine of Nevada was a 
member, refused to report a free coin- 
age bill. In 1893, when a Democratic 
President convened Congress in the 
dog-days to repeal the act authorizing 
the purchase of silver bullion b& the 
Government, 98 Republicans voted 
with the Democrats to carry out the 
order of the President. Again m the 
present year, when Congress passed an 
act to coin the silver bullion in the 
Treasury, the Republicans, marshalled 
by Rted and Burroughs, joined the 
Cuckoo Democrats and voted with 
them to sustain the President's veto of 
the bill. Two months ago a Conven- 
tion of Republican Clubs from all 
parts of the country met in the silver- 
producing State of Colorado and 
adopted a financial plank. That plank 
contained the word " iuterconvertibil- 
ity," which, Mr. Sheldon, an Eastern 
silver man, who attended the Conven- 
tion, says, was selected 
because it 


could be construed to mean the gold 
standard in the East and anything you 
please in the West. Mr. Bartine was a 
member of the committee that reported 
the resolution, and, according to Mr. 
Sheldon's statement, endorsed it. Now 
he asks the people of Nevada to return 
him to Congress and brazenly asserts, 
in the face of the record, that his party 
Is in favor of free coinage. Mr. Bar- 
tine evidently does not believe in the 
truth of Lincoln's assertion that " you 
can fool all the people some of the 
time and some of the people all the 
time, but you cannot fool all the peo- 
ple all of the time."

FBANOISCO, August 31.—The 


itter fight that has been waging among 
everal factions of the San Francisco 
Democracy has reached a sensational 
limax. Andrew J. Clunie, who is the 
eading spirit in Democratic circles, 
las given publicity to a letter which he 
will present to the General County 
Committee at its next meeting. The 
etter bristles with serious charges 
igainst Max Popper, Chairman of the 
General Committee. It is charged first 
ihat Popper is a partner and political 
;ool 
of Christopher A. Buckley, the 


notorious ex-boss, and that he is not 
a fit person, either morally, politically 
or socially, to preside over a Demo- 
cratic organization. It is charged, too, 
,hat Popper is in league with Buckley 
;o surrender the Democratic party into 
Buckley's hands, and that he has 
conspired to compass the defeat of 
certain Democratic 
candidates who 


lave opposed his plans. It is also 
charged that Popper and Buckley have 
all along been and are now partners in 
:he city street sweeping contract and a 
aig contract for doing Government 
draying at this port. The worst charge 
is that Popper has openly confessed to 
having regularly furnished the sum of 
$650 per month which was paid with 
tiis knowledge to certain members of 
the last Board of Supervisors to pro- 
tect himself and Buckley in their 
street sweeping contract. The letter 
closes with an appeal for the removal 
of Popper from the Chairmanship of 
he General Committee.

Floods iu Texas. 


SAN ANTONIO, August 31. — Advices 


from Waldo, 90 miles west of here 
state that a settlement of seventy-five 
families a few miles from that place 
was washed away by a terrible Leona 
river flood yesterday and it is thought 
that all are drowned as nothing has 
been heard from the place and it is on 
'ow ground directly in the path of the 
raging torrent. Three Mexican fam- 
ilies and six other people were drowned 
in the flood at Uvalde. Thirty miles of 
Southern Pacific track are under water, 


UVALADE, Tex., August 31.— Accord- 


ing to reports, the flood was augmented 
by an earthquake shock of some sec- 
onds duration. 


The loss will reach a million and a 


half, which includes the loss of the 
Southern Pacific, who lost forty miles 
of track and many bridges. The loss 
of life is not known, but will probably 
reach fifty. The weather had been 
very close and threatening and a storm 
of some kind was looked for.

A Bejmblioan Discusses Public Mattors 


ivltli a Populist and is taken into the 
Fold. 
Republican—I never could under- 


stand how you Populists would be able 
to get $50 per capita into circulation. 


Populist—That can be very easily ex- 


plained. You are quite a young man 
and of course yon do not remember the 
civil war. Our Government at that 
time gave employment for four years 
to nearly 2,000,000 men and put $1 800- 
000 000 of new1 currency into circula- 
tion. 


K—But that was done to save the 


Republic from dissolution and was 
considered a great emergency. 


P—The emergency is just as great 


now as is was them . At the present 
time 
there are 3,000,000 able-bodied 


men out of employment and there are 
5,000,000 other men that are on the 
verge of bankruptcy. By giving em- 
ployment to the idle men the Govern- 
ment would save the others 
from 


financial ruin. It is not necessary to 
declare war to do this; it can be done 
by public improvements including the 
construction of railroads and giving 
every section at our country good 
transportation facilities. 


R—I am afraid 'that the bondholders 


would object to a proposition of that 
kind it might impair tho earning 
capacity of their bonds. 


P—The bondholders would be bene- 


fltted as much as any other class of 
people; for under our present financial 
policy we are rapidly approaching con- 
ditions which will make it absolutely 
impossible for the bondholders to 
collect their interest. 


R—I begin to think you are about 


right, for I have noticed that of late 
there has been a good deal of com- 
plaint about trouble in collecting in- 
terest, and a great many debts are 
being refunded with the interest added. 
Of course, if these conditions last 
much longer there is bound to be a 
collapse. Some of our Republican pol- 
iticians in Nevada say if we increase 
our circulation to $50 per capita we 
will have to issue so much paper that 
it will impair the value of silver. 


P—These Nevada Republican poli- 


ticians are very unreliable and what 
they say should be so considered. We 
have had the free coinage of gold and 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 and at the 
same time we had enough paper cur- 
rency to make the circulation $50 per 
capita and no silver miner suffered any 
inconvenience 
whatever from that 


source. The farmers of the West and 
South are willing to meet the silver 
miners half way and will furnish Popu- 
list votes enough to carry the free coin- 
age of silvjer to a successful issue; and 
the silver miners are too honorable not 
to join the Populists in other reforms 
that are just as essential for the public 
good as the free coinage of silver. 


R—You are right. Your illustration 


of the flntflieial qaestibn' and tho labor 
problem, is a new Revelation to me;

THE KEELY MOTOB. 


As a rule orthodox scientists are not 


builders but critics. Their business 
is to tear down, not to build up. Such 
men as Edison, Bell, Morse, Goodyear, 
Whitney, Keoly, are never classed as 
scientists but if they succeed in pass- 
ing criticisms of tho orthodox dcien- 
tists—whose only business 19 to dis- 
prove the theories, discoveries and in- 
ventions of others—they may be able 
to place their works before those who 
are to be benefitted, but whoever suc- 
ceeds in any great discovery or inven- 
tion mudt first run the gauntlet of the 
orthodox 
scientist 
scourge. 
"The 


fathers stone them and the children 
build them monuments," 


Critics and criticisms are necessary 


but many meritorious discoveries, in- 
ventions and theories fail because of 
the almost universally bad judgment, 
blind prejudice and dull comprehen- 
sion of scientific critics. When first 
brought to notice nearly every new 
theory, discovery and invention has 
been universally condemned by ortb-> 
dox scientists. 


Keely has passed through the scourge 


and has "imprisoned the ether" as he 
calls it. I would say that he has dis- 
covered how to resolve matter back 
into its original, attenuated condition, 
return it to ether. 


The great difficulty in utilizing his 


discovery lies in the fact that no ves- 
sel has yet been made that will hold 
iho ether. Like magnetism it passes 
hrough every known substance; glass 
will not confine it. Starting with the 
vibrations of a violin string, which are 
made to disintegrate a mixture of water 
and air, Keely is able to develop a 
orce of 26,000 pounds to the square 
nob, but he cannot yet confine that 
orce long enough to make it of practi- 
al utility in running machinery. 
All his machinery for producing 


this newly discovered force has been 
invented and patented, but to harness 
this force and hitch it to machinery is 
the problem. In progress Keely now 
stands in relation to this new force 
about where the electricians stood as 
to electricity one hundred years ago. 
But more rapid development may be 
expected along these lines in the future 
than has been In the past. 


Recently Keely appears to have 


made projrress in his work and he an- 
nounces that the ether is not the force 
but themedium conductor of the force. 
The importance of this last discovery 
lies in the possibility of utilizing the 
earth'ii magnetic currents which are 
here called the triune polar flow. 


Having thus harnessed the magnetic 


and electric currents that constantly 
flow through and about the earth 
Keely proposes to use them in navi- 
gating the air. This part of the sub- 
ject is discussed in " The Arena " for 


Taking water and air Keeley has f ol-1 


lowed the above process, not in detail I 
but by a shorter route. He has dis- 
covered how to explode air and water, 
not into gases but into the stage be- 
yond the gases and beyond electricity— 
the ether. 


I cannot otherwise than regard all 


things as matter and the absence of 
matter as space. Everything that ex- 
ists is the same as every other, the 
differences being in density. There- 
fore Keely's ether is matter in its most 
attenuated form and in process of con- 
densation magnetism comes next, then 
electricity, the gases, liquids and 
solids making six grand divisions of 
matter, each of which is composed of 
various subdivisions.

P. Co. and in favor of the Government 
foreclosing its mortgage in a business 
way. 
I will come home without fur- 


ther participation in the convention." 
Dr. Hogan said that a true People's 
party would be organized and that it 
wound send a man to Washington, and 
that man would be Judge Webster. 
Judge Webster stated that he was not a 
candidate for anything. That he was 
only anxious for the success of the 
party, and would endeavor to furthe r 
its principles but was not a candidate 
in any sense whatever.

electricity. 
Many other 
substances 


are also mediums. The warm and 
gaseous currents rising from a barn or 
iwelling constitute mediums for elec- 
i-icity and often conduct the lightning 
bolt. Human and other animal flesh 
a a medium and when the electric cur- 
rent pass through with great velocity 
ife is destroyed. 


Analogous to the above is the idea of 


ieely that the ether is a medium for 
mat unknown force which is called the 
>arth's or terrestrial magnetism, and if 
ie is correct about this we are left 
vholly in the dark as to what consti- 
utes the force itself. 
I cannot agree with those who believe 
hat the ether, matter in its most atten- 
uated form, is wholly a medium for the 
unknown force. The ether is itself the 
force. 


When we dissolve water by heat, 


forming steam, we might claim that 
the steam is only a medium for some 
unknown force which being conducted 
by the steam drives the piston head of 
the engine. But who would accept 
such a theory ? 


Keely resolves water and air into 


ether by disintegrating or expanding 
them and the result is not unlike the 
making of steam. Take a cubic foot of 
granite and pulverize it to very fine 
dust and the result is at least four 
cubic feet of dust, earth, dirt or soil. 
If in the process of resolving the gran- 
ite into dust the expansive force could 
be confined we would have a force 
equal to that which originally com- 
pressed the dust into granite, a force 
by far exceeding Keely's 26,000 pounds 
to the square inch. 


If we resolve the granite dust into 


gases, the volume becomes thousands 
of times greater than when compressed 
into granite and if we knew bow to ex- 
plode granite into gases we would have 
a force equal to dynamite. 


But these gases may be disintegrated, 


resolved into finer particles, that re- 
quire a greater amount of space and in 
their expansion great force is produced. 
When the disintegration has reached 
its last stage and the particles can no 
longer be divided we have that which 
is called the ether.

At 9:30 yesterday morning the sound
